Floyd cuts 
them out wood and others help paint 
them. Many the ideas for the different 
themes have come from Christmas cards. 
the display has grown size over the 
years, more accommodations had 
made store them the off season. “We 
had build new garage just had 
place put our cars,” Floyd recalls. 

The show lights open the public 
the entire month December, with Christ- 
mas Eve bringing the largest crowds. 
Many families have made going the 
Wachtels yearly tradition. One girl from 
Minnesota even wrote them expressing 
her appreciation for the family’s efforts. 
Some families are such regulars that Bill 
recalls one child saying, “You don’t have 
where you used to,” referring Disney 
character. 

The Wachtels consider themselves lucky 
that they haven’t experienced much vandal- 
ism over the years.

futures were predicting the drop 

cheese prices that occurred Octo- 

18. The day before the drop, Decem- 

ber cheese futures were $137.50 and Feb- 

ruary cheese futures were trading $131.80. 

While the futures were not indicating lower 

cash prices the degree that occurred, they 

were indicating weakness the cheese mar- 

ket. This surprise people that follow 

the futures markets since general, the fu- 

tures markets are leading indicator what 
the cash will do. 

The futures should give insight cash 
prices for 1997. For example: fluid milk 
trading $13.55 August, butter $80.00 
August, and nonfat dry milk $111.5 
April. These prices are for contracts traded 
the Coffee, Sugar, and Cocoa Exchange 
all $/cwt December 2nd. 

interesting point demonstrated 
the nearby Milk BFP graph with re- 
spect the basis, the difference between the 
futures and cash. you would have sub- 
tracted the cash price (the BFP) from the fu- 
tures month ago you would have gotten 
significant negative number. Since then, the 
basis has narrowed with November futures 
trading at, and now below the Oct. BFP. The 
December futures are indicating that the 
November BFP could below $12. 

not sure what everyone’s outlook 
for 1997, but sure that widely ac- 
cepted will not high this past year.

BFP poised Crash 

The USDA’s Basic Formula Price (BFP) 
poised have record drop for the month 
November. Based lower cheese and 
butter prices, BFP model estimating 
November BFP price (to announced De- 
cember $11.28! This would represent 
drop $2.35 one month, certainly 
record breaker (last big drop was $1.48 
May 1994). 

The reason for such drop because the 
new BFP, which replaced the old M-W for- 
mula, uses butter-cheese-price mover 
adjust prices. That mover wants drop 
prices $2.66 per cwt November. 

The price cheese the National 
Cheese Exchange Green Bay, Wisc. took 
steep dive from $1.70 per pound early 
October around $1.30 recent weeks. 
expected drop further $1.26 De- 
cember. Grade Butter prices also fell, from 
$1.45 per pound September $0.71 
November. 

The question, however, will USDA al- 
low such big drop? Will they cushion the 
fall and slow the drop? I’m hoping they will. 
expect the October price $14.31 fall 
$11.78 November. After that I’m pro- 
jecting another big drop $11.21 De- 
cember. 


What Happened? 

High feed costs, low cull cow prices and 
poor forage conditions created severe milk 
shortage this summer. The Southeast was 
particularly short, requiring hundreds 
tanker loads milk trucked in. the 
same time demand for cheese was booming. 
Commercial disappearance both Ameri- 
can and Italian cheeses were per- 
cent relative year ago. Cheese proces- 
sors reacted fear and bid the price 
cheese. 

Cheese production then became relatively 
more profitable. Cheese margins (the differ- 
ence between the wholesale price cheese 
and the BFP) increased throughout the sum- 
mer months. result, cheese produc- 
tion increased the first months 1996 
compared 1995. Total cheese stocks 
October were percent ahead year ago. 

likely that many cheese retailers were 
going have difficult time moving all that 
extra cheese during the holiday months 
the higher cheese prices. Butter serves 
example since butter consumption fell sig- 
nificantly this summer due higher prices. 


But the severity the cheese price drop 
such short period time has many dairy 
farmers alarmed; many are pointing fingers 
the National Cheese Exchange Green 
Bay, Wisc. Farmers don’t have confidence 
that market. Both the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment Agriculture and the USDA are cur- 
rently looking into other methods price 
both cheese and milk. 


Mid-America Dairymen 

Mid-Am’s corporate board recently ap- 
proved action plan stop the drop milk 
prices. The board proposes prevent the 
BFP decrease by: 

urging the Secretary Agriculture in- 
crease Dairy Export Incentive Program 
(DEIP) sales, 

activate DEIP Coalition assist DEIP 
sales, 

urge the Secretary Agriculture in- 
crease purchases cheese for various feed- 
ing programs, 

focus advertising cheese, and 

raise floor class prices under federal 
milk marketing orders. 

The “Stop the Drop” plan being spear- 
headed Mid-Am would call for putting 
floor under the Basic Formula Price for use 
calculating class (for fluid milk) and 
Class (for soft manufactured dairy prod- 
ucts) $13.50 per cwt, effective January 
1997 and continuing for indefinite period 
time. 

The current decline milk prices due 
very temporary situation the cheese 
market. This will likely corrected the 
end January when cheese stocks will 
diminished. the meantime, the Mid-Am 
proposal should help “stop the drop.” 

guess that dairy farmers will act 
the price fall with even less milk production. 
February processors will realize that the 
milk supply once again trouble and will 
bid all commodity prices. expect an- 
other price scare-rally thereafter. Consum- 
ers will once again see milk
